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HGH SCHOOL TEACHERS 


~ RENEW INCREASE PLEA 


Letter Asking for $315,000 In-| 


crease Yearly Cites Higher 
Salaries in Other Cities. 


The High School Teachers’ Asso- 
| elation again has submitted to the 
|'Board of Education and Supt. Mad- 
pee its request for an increase in 
the salaries of high school teachers. 
'The association made public its re- 
quest and the history of its negotia- 
tion 10 days ago, but school board 
pecnenee were doubtful then as to 
the prospect of granting an increase. 

The teachers are seeking an in- 
crease of their maximum pay from 
|$3200 to $4000 a year, with adjust- 
ments of the lower grades. They be- 
llieve the total increase would be 
about $315,000 a year. An excerpt 
from their new letter to the board 
and Superintendent follows: 

“We have submifted data showing 


| 


that the high school teachers of St. 
Louis are not as well paid as those 
of many other cities. Our maximum 
yearly salary is now $1200 less than 
that paid in Newark, N. J..; $1000 
less than at New York; $750 less than 
at Chicago: $650 less than at Boston; 
$600 less than at Philadelphia, Cleve- 
‘land and Patterson. N. J.: $400 less! 
than at Pittsburg and Milwaukee. 

“When it is considered that- our | 
1913-14 salaries were low, the sit- 
uation appears all the more critical. 
We have withstood the difficult con- 
/ditions imposed by underpay only 
‘through sacrifice. Standards of liv-| 
(ing, which were never high, have | 
been reduced. Many of the ordi. | 
inary comforts of life have been cur- 
‘tailed. Educational advancement has 
| been postponed or given up alto- 
gether. To save for future need has 
‘been absolutely impossible. Many 
have been forced to draw upon their, 
smal] savings of former years. 

“In the sixty-sixth annual report '! 
of the Board of Education for the'! 
year ending June 30, 1920, anpears 
the following. ‘The additional reve- | 
nue for the vear 1920-21 accruing! 
from the increased tax of 15 cents 
on the $100 voted on Noy. 11, 1919, 
made it possible, however, to revise | 
all salary schedules for the vear 
1 1920-21, giving increases which made 
the annual salaries practically equ1! 
to the best paid in the larger cities 
of the country. although meeting 
fully neither the requests of the’ 
teaching corps nor the desires of the 
Board of Education to deal most lib- 
erally w vith the employes of the schoo] 
system. 

“In view of the facts that the sal- 
aries paid St. Louis high echoo!] 
teachers are not now practically 
equal to the best paid in the larger | 
cities of the country, and that living 
costs have not declined so that our 
salaries have values equal to those 
paid in 1913-14 ,and that the higher 
school tax rate has increased the 
board's financial resources very 
greativ, we feel that we should not 
be required to endure longer the 
hardships which have been experi- 
enced during the last nine vears 
We therefore, again appeal to you to | 
grant the salary increase that we.

The Stinnes konzern, let US GARY, 
is importing copper from America.

'By the time the copper arrives it

HE one man Sarah Bernhardt 
T married betrayed her love. lle 

made her ridiculous in the eyes 
of her theatrical comrades, ill-treated 
her to the extent of actual cruelty, 
and, after spoiling seven years of he 
life, died a victim of morphine. 

He was a Greek of good family 
named Damala. Originally destined 
for the diplomatic service, he came to 
France to pursue his studies, and rap- 


idly acquired a reputation as ‘‘the, 


handsomest man in Europe.’’ 

He was tall, of classic distinction of 
body, his Oriental face dominated by a 
pair of hot brown eyes shielded by 
lashes of girlish length. **The Diplo- 
mat Apollo,’’ they called him in Paris, 
and jealous husbands and fiances 
talked of him as the most dangerous 
man in the French capital. 


It was tragically unfortunate that 
he met Sarah, yet their meeting was 
inevitable, His atrocious treatment, 
though it almost broke her heart, did 
bring out the finenesses of her nature. 
Her humility before him was pitiable, 
her generosity magnificent. How eas- 
ily he dominated her! She who had 
played the haughty queen with s0 
many men, dismissing them with a 
wave of the hand, responded to his 
lightest whim.

Damala had numerous affairs be- 
fore he met and fell in love—after his

The days passed, and Damala made 
the mext move, He called on Sarah 
in her dressing room at the Porte St. 
Martin Theater, where she received 
him willingly; curious to see if he 
would persist in his attitude. 

He was more insolent than ever and 
Sarah flounced out of the room in 
anger. Yet she was interested, nis 
handsome face did attract her, and 
before the week was out she astounded 
her friends by accepting his invitation 
to.dine with him alone. 

Although Damala’s family in Ath- 
ens had destined him for the divlo- 
matic service, his own private ambi- 
tion was to be an actor, He was an 
amateur comedian of no small merit, 
and when Sarah discovered this she 
invited him to become a member of 
her company. 

He accepted at once, but his family 
intervened, blocked the move and had 
him appointed Greek consul at St. 
Petersburg. 

Sarah was by this time madly in 
love with the fascinating foreigner.
